When the children car- 
ried the Gospels and the Testaments home, the 
parents realized their boy or girl was interested, 
and they, too, became interested. Thus the 
gospel was carried to more than one thousand 
homes in our city.”

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The Genesis of a Chinese Crippled Children’s 
Home

This article is an outcome of Mr. Mellen’s visit to China, when on his furlough in 1924 


CHINESE nurse, with a very sad face, 

stood looking out, at a window, on the 
surface of a pond just back of the hospital. 
The water in the pond was not very deep The 
sight that made her so sad was the body of a 
little baby girl floating in the water. She knew 
well from experience how many of the little

baby girls are drowned or sold into slavery 
because they are not wanted in the homes where 
they are born. She was sad also because she 
had heard the voice of Him who said: “Suffer 
the little children to come unto me”; knew the 
truth of the Bible stories, and realized that, if 
all of her people knew the message of the Bible, 
they would not drown the little baby girls nor 
sell them into slavery ; that it was the knowledge 
of the Bible alone which could change cruel 
Chinese ways. This was a few years ago. 
There is a story about that shallow pond and 
what stands on that spot today, because of a 
little crippled girl who lived in a Christian land 
far away across the sea. Her name was Ida, 
and she suffered much pain constantly from a 
broken body. She had to be lifted by a nurse 
into a wheeled chair, or had to lie for days, and 
long and lonely nights on her bed in the hos- 
pital. She, too, knew the stories of the Bible 
and the voice of the Good Shepherd. And the 
more she suffered, the more she longed to do 
something for other children who had to suffer, 
and especially for those who knew only the 
cruel world where the story of a Heavenly 
Father’s love had not been told. 
So little Ida began to talk to her friends about 
founding a home for crippled children in China. 
She could not go to see people about her plans. 


But some who heard about them went to see 
her. Gifts began to come in. From her bed of 
pain she wrote to some of the missionaries in 
China about the desire of her heart. They told 
her about the shallow pond just back of the 
hospital and that the land was for sale. So the 
first money saved and collected by Ida Gracie 
was used to buy the lot. Then she raised more 
money to build on that very spot where the 
shallow pond stood a home for crippled chil- 
dren, There it stands today with its ministry 
of blessing to the children, who find in it a lov- 
ing home and the devoted care of patient Chris- 
tian friends and nurses, and have the sweet in- 
fluence of the Bible in their lives. 

In that home there is a young woman who 
has to walk on her knees, because she has no 
feet. I was told that, when she was a little girl, 
she was so tortured by her bound feet—bound

and in lonely places; and he leaves the Scriptures with 
the young as with the old. 


This Society, having a missionary purpose, sup- 
plies the Scriptures chiefly in inexpensive 
forms for old and young alike. One of its 
volumes has proved so convenient in size and 
price, that it has become known as “the Sun- 
day-school Bible.” The average annual issues 
have been 100,000, and a total of nearly 3,- 
000,000 volumes of this particular Bible has 
been supplied, chiefly for use in the Sunday 
schools of the United States. Besides other 
appropriate editions of the whole Bible, the 
Society supplies also the New Testament from 


10 cents up, and the little Gospel portions at 
one cent, and, with colored illustrations so dear 
to children, at two cents. Similar editions are 
supplied in foreign languages abroad. ‘These

On special occasions the Society has made 
appropriate provisions. For example, practi- 
cally 5,000,000 volumes were supplied in spe- 
cial bindings to the youth of our land called to 
the colors in the late war. The largest single 
gift of Scriptures ever made by any organi- 
zation was the gift, by the American Bible So- 
ciety, in 1918, of over 1,000,000 New Testa- 
ments through the Y. M. C. A. to our soldiers 
and sailors.

Distribution 


But the great service of the Society to the 
children of this land and other lands has beet 
in the distribution of the Word of God. I 
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the United States, it has been accomplished in 
part by the employed colporteurs of the So- 
ciety. In the homes of all classes; in cities and 
towns, in villages and rural hamlets, in the 
mountains and on the widespread prairies, in 
the schools and hospitals, in orphanages and 
retormatories, wherever childhood has been 
tound, there have gone and go the faithful col- 
porteurs, eager to reach the little ones, as well 
as the older. 

The gracious influence of the Scriptures has 
gone out also through missionary societies and 
other organizations, which, receiving part or 
full grants from the Society, help to distribute 
them. For many decades, thousands of Bibles 
have been supplied to the American Sunday- 
school Union, whose missionaries have done so 
much to reach the children by establishing Sun- 
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Society for many decades has been the one 
source of supply of Scriptures for those so 
heavily handicapped. 

The donation or sale of Scriptures at spe- 
cial prices to orphanages and reformatories 
has resulted, as these columns have gladly re- 
corded, in many changed lives; and Scriptures 
supplied to those in sanitariums and hospitals 
have brightened and strengthened many young 
patients and cripples. 

Nor have the little strangers within our gates 
been forgotten. By issuing the Scriptures in 
over a hundred languages in the United States, 
the Society has made it possible for all the 
little foreigners from Europe and Asia and 
Africa; for the little neighbors from Latin 
America and any from the Islands of the Seven 
Seas, to have the Scriptures in their own lan-

day schools which have developed into churches 
throughout our land. Similar grants are made 
to denominational boards of publication and 
Sunday-school work for their missionary serv- 
ice. The past week’s mail has brought a 
grateful letter from a home missionary in far 
Alaska, asking for a further supply of Scrip- 
tures. 

The distribution is also accomplished 
through the supply to state and local boards of 
education, of Bibles for schools. For example, 
several thousand Bibles were supplied to the 
schools of the state of Idaho, during the cur- 
rent year, on requisition by its educational 
authorities. Daily vacation Bible schools have 
been equipped. Probably all the volumes of 
Scripture in the nearly fifty state schools for 
the blind have been those printed and bound 
at the Bible House, New York. For these 
volumes are so expensive that no commercial 
house has ever published them, and the Bible 


guages. As most of them soon take up Eng- 
lish, it is through that language the wonderful 
stories of the Bible, which so appeal to child- 
hood, are most frequently brought into their 
lives. 

A very considerable phase of the work accom- 
plished for, and among, the children is that 
done by the cooperation of voluntary workers. 
In several states which encourage the reading 
of the Bible in their public schools, groups of 
women (sometimes organized for the purpose, 
sometimes auxiliaries of the American Bible 
Society, sometimes a W. C. T. U.) have ob- 
tained our Scriptures by the hundreds, and 
equipped the schools of their local communities. 
Again it has been some one enthusiast who has 
accomplished a remarkable work among the 
young in his own town. The story of Mr. 
Summerton, of Durant, Oklahoma, has been 
mentioned in the first article. Any who would 
be cheered may do so by a look at the picture

in the January, 1924, Recorp, of the hundreds 
of children, each holding a volume of Scrip- 
ture, from grammar school to high school 
grade, whom he interested in reading the Bible. 

Another example of a useful method, orig- 
inated by a volunteer, is the J. E. Hardy Foun- 
dation “Learn a Verse a Week Movement.” 
For twenty-five years, Mr. Hardy has been 
widening the influence and service of this 
method, which started in a small way, and 
which he has financed by placing a fund with 
the Secretary of our Western Agency to sup- 
ply Bibles to Sunday-school scholars anywhere 
in the United States who will commit verses 
of Scripture to memory. A New Testament 
goes to everyone learning forty verses within 
a year, and a Bible to those who learn another 
forty verses the following year ; a Gospel, free 
of cost, being supplied to any who wish to 
embark on the course.

Through them and through mission- 
aries and mission workers, to whom the Society 
has supplied the Scriptures, have gone the gra-

it to writing, translated the Scriptures. And 
Dr. Richards told delightfully, in the May 
REcorD, that it was the necessity of a means to 
teach the children who crowded around him 
and Mrs. Richards, when they reached Africa 
forty-five years ago, which forced him to turn 
translator by reducing two languages to a writ- 
ten form and putting a Gospel into them as a 
first textbook. The gospel stories in many 
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mission fields have been the primers from which 
the children have learned to read and thus 
heard, and then carried to their parents, the 
story of Him whose eternal message is “Suffer 
the little children to come unto me.” 

It has been, and is, a glorious service. The 
more glorious because one of the happy results 
has been that through the children to whom the 
Scriptures have gone with their messages, so 
often these messages have been transmitted by 
the same children to their seniors. Youth has 
served age, as age has served youth. And all 
have been building up the kingdom of God.

Tuts year marks not only the four hundredtt 
anniversary of the first printing of an Englis 
New Testament—the translation by Tyndale — 
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it marks also the two hundred and fiftieth 
anniversary of the first printing of the Bible by 
the Oxford University Press. The title page 
of its first Bible bears the legend that it was 
printed “At the Theatre, 1675.” Odd though 
this association of the name “Theatre” with 
the printing of the Bible would seem, it records 
the fact that the first home of the Oxford 
University Press was in the Sheldonian 
Theatre, in recent years the scene of many 
notable gatherings in the life of the univer- 
sity. The Press outgrew its early home. This 
press, as commercial presses generally, makes 
no announcement of the total number of vol- 
umes of Scriptures that it publishes any one 
year, or that it has published through the two 
and a half centuries. It would make a very 
interesting item. It does frankly acknowledge 
that the profits from its Bibles largely finance 
many of the learned and expensive books which 
it has published. 


Amonc the anniversaries of which 1925 has 
been the occasion, was the honoring of the 
memory of William Bradford, the first printer 
to suggest printing a Bible in the United States 
and the printer who, on November 8, 1725, 
published the first newspaper in New York,— 
the New York Gazette. The Newspaper Club 
of New York honored him as a printer and 
publisher, and a special service in Trinity 
Church, on November 8, 1925, honored him as 
a Christian layman. The Bible Society by in- 
vitation was officially represented at this service.

Links in a Chain

BOUT eight years ago, one of the leading 

men of Rochester moved out into a sub- 
urb to live, and at once took up his position in 
church and Sunday-school work. He found 
that the great lack or hindrance to the work 
there was the dearth of Bibles. They had a 
congregational business meeting, and I was in- 
vited to speak. 

After I had finished talking, this gentleman 
stood up and said, “You all know that I am not 
a betting man, but I will give a dollar to any 
man, woman or child that can find another Bible 
in this church or Sunday school, barring these 
two I hold now in my hand, dated 1861.” You 
can imagine the state of the congregation when 
they realized the facts. An order was placed 
with me, and I supplied a hundred Bibles. 
Many of the boys and girls of that congregation 
thus received their first Bibles. 

_ Now, after a lapse of eight years, comes the 
fruit. During the Lenten season of 1924, some 
of those same little girls, who are now young 
women, wrote to me for 1,000 Gospels of John 
for their own distribution. Then they got other 
thousands, and spread the Gospel through many 
villages, in a radius of fifty miles. They asked 
me to write to Dr. Copeland, of the Auburn 
prison, to enquire if he would accept Gospels | 
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of John for distribution among the prisoners 
during the Lenten season. He agreed. The 
books were sent and given to the men of the 
prison. I received from Dr. Copeland a beau- 
tiful letter in recognition of the gifts to the 
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prisoners. Among these gifts, one fell into the 
hands of a man, who has since come out of 
prison a changed man through that little Tes- 
tament, the gift of these young girls who only 
eight years ago had no Bible of their own. 


Scattering the Scriptures in Shantung 
A Child Takes a Hand

INCHENG turned red on the map of 

- China two and a half years ago, when the 

_ Blue Express was held up and a party of promi- 

nent travelers were marched off by the brigands 
to their mountain retreat. 

Seventy-five miles across those hills, at the 

mission station of Ichow, the Rev. Otto Bras- 


kamp supervises the distribution of Scriptures 
}in all directions. The American Bible Society 
pays the salary of two colporteurs, who work 
under his direction; and, in addition, several 
‘volunteer workers help to scatter the Word. 
In a recent report Mr. Braskamp writes: 
“The sale of Scripture portions has been more 
successful than ever before. We have had two 
paid colporteurs and a number of volunteer 
workers. Of the total number of 47,425 por- 
tions you sent me, 46,000 have been sold. 
“Asa result of the sale of these Scriptures, 
we have opened many more fields and have a 
great many more inquirers. My two paid col- 
porteurs have done most faithful work, and 
have traveled hundreds of miles. They have 
followed the tent, markets, and big fairs. In 
this way they sell to a great many people who 
have never bought or seen the portions before. 
“The outlying districts are the most fruitful 
places, although we keep portions on hand at 
all our country day schools, and chapels. Last 
year, in all our daily vacation Bible schools 
(numbering 107 in all), the children used at 


their morning worship the Gospel of John. 
This year, in our 120 schools, we plan to have 
them study the Gospel of John. We have very 
little opposition to selling the portions and the 
Bibles. 

“Dr. Hunter Corbett left a Bible with a fam- 
ily. For years they left it on the shelf. Later,

a little child of the family found it and saw 
the gilt letter. He took it down and began turn- 
ing its leaves. The grandfather became inter- 
ested and read the Bible and studies it daily. 
He was examined and received into the church 
when seventy years of age. This old man has 
been telling other people about this useful book; 
and, as a result, a great many villages have be- 
come interested. Many inquirers have been ex- 
amined for admission into the church. Pray 
that the gospel may have free course and be 
glorified.” 

One important piece of evangelism is that 
carried on among the criminals, some of whom 
may have been in the bandit band of 1923. 
Four of these men in chains have found spirit- 
ual freedom. Others are enrolled as enquirers 
of Christianity. A grant of Scriptures has re- 
cently been made by the American Bible Society 
to these men, that they may know the Truth— 
the Truth which makes them free. Those Scrip- 
tures will do more to clear out the Shantung 
bandits than all the soldiers that could be sent 
into the district.

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Helping Our American Indian Children

The Indian children of Ione grew 
up with little attention paid to them — 
until they were gathered in a home 
by the Rev. and Mrs. Charles Fish, 
and were loved and taught by these 
consecrated missionaries. Thirty- 
one months ago they knew nothing 
of the Bible. Now they love the 
Book. The older ones can repeat 
from memory the ten command- 
ments and more of the Bible than 
one can read in ninety minutes. 
How wonderfully changed are their 
lives! The love of God shines from 
their faces—the entrance of God’s 
Word hath indeed given them 
“light.” The Pacific Agency of the 
American Bible Society has supplied 
the Scriptures they use, as it has for many chil- 
dren, Indian and other, in its territory. 


The Protestant Episcopal Church and the 
American Bible Society 


T the recent meeting of the General Con- 

vention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, in New Orleans, opportunity was given 
to the Society to present its cause before both 
the House of Bishops and the House of 
Deputies. 

A short presentation of the work of the 
Society was made by Treasurer Darlington and 
suitable resolutions were passed commending 
the work of the American Bible Society in 
translating and distributing the Holy Scriptures 
without note or comment, and recommending 
the work of the Society to the Presiding Bishop 
and Council as part of the advance work of 
the church. 

The Convention was faced with a deficit of 
$1,440,000 accumulated during and since the 
war ; and it was decided to attempt to raise this 
sum in addition to carrying on the present for- 
eign missionary work during the next three 
years. If the campaign to raise this amount 
should be successful and the regular budget 
maintained, the Society will then be in a posi- 
tion to participate in any surplus over the 
appropriated amount. 

On Friday, October 16, a meeting was held 


in Jerusalem Temple as part of the regular 
program of the Convention, at which the work 
of the Society was presented. The speakers 
were: 

The Rt. Rev. Ethelbert Talbot, D.D., who 
also presided; G. A. Perkins, representative of 
the American Bible Society in New Orleans; 
Bishop Frederick Rogers Graves, D.D., 
Shanghai, China; Bishop Hiram Richard 
Hulse, D.D., Cuba; Bishop Gouverneur Frank 
Mosher, D.D., Philippines; Rev. Arthur H. 
Mellen, Agency Secretary of the American 
Bible Society for Mexico; Bishop Daniel T. 
Huntington, D.D., Anking, China; and Bishop 
Walter H. Overs, Liberia. | 

All of the bishops agreed that if there 
were no American Bible Society, such an or- 
ganization would have to be invented. They 
testified to the help the Society was giving 
them in their work, and urged the support of 
the Society’s work by the Protestant Episcopal 
Church. While no collection was taken at this 
mass meeting, several gifts have been received 
as a result of it. Everyone who was present 
at the meeting was impressed with the need 
of aiding the American Bible Society. 
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The National Council of Congregational! 
Churches and the American Bible Society 


HE biennial meeting of the National 

Council of Congregational Churches was 
held at Washington, D. C., October 20-28. 
General Secretary Arthur C. Ryan represented 
the American Bible Society at this conference 
and received a hearty welcome. He was given 
a place on the program on the 28th and spoke 
of the work of the American Bible Society. 
The following resolutions were passed by the 
Council : 

“WHEREAS, the American Bible Society is 
an interdenominational organization, whose 
world-wide work of producing and distribu- 
ting the Bible in the spoken languages and dia- 
lects of the people is of vital importance for 
the missionary program of the Congregational 
Churches, both in the home and foreign fields; 

“Be It Resolved, 

“1. That the work and needs of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society be commended to the Con- 
- gregational Churches for sympathetic consid- 
eration, and 


“2. That the Executive Committee of the 
National Council be requested to make provi- 
sion for official representation from the Con- 
gregational Churches on the Advisory Council 
of the American Bible Society.” 

For the biennium 1927-1929, the American 
Bible Society will share in the distribution of a 
sum of $16,000, which was voted to the Com- 
mission on Missions for distribution to extra 
denominational causes. 

The American Bible Society was given space 
for an exhibit, which proved to be very attract- 
ive. The exhibit was under the care of Mr. 
Hill, of our National Capitol Agency. Thou- 
sands of pieces of publicity literature were 
gladly taken by delegates and visitors to the 
meeting. 

It is the hope of the leaders of the Congre- 
gational Churches that, in the future, the 
American Bible Society may share more largely 
in the benevolences of the denomination.

NOVEMBER MEETING OF THE BOARD 


HE seventh stated meeting of the Board of 

' Managers of the American Bible Society 
in its one hundred and tenth year was held at 
the Bible House, Astor Place, New York, on 
Thursday, November 5, 1925, at 3:30 o’clock 
p.m., President E. Francis Hyde in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rey. Bishop Luther B. Wilson. 

The minutes of the sixth stated meeting of 
the Board of Managers were presented and ap- 
proved. 

The minutes of the various standing com- 
mittees were presented and approved, and their 
recommendations adopted. 

A committee was appointed to make arrange- 
ments for a suitable service for the observance 
of the one hundred and tenth anniversary of 
the Society, in 1926, 

The Treasurer presented copies of the com- 
plete New Testament in eleven portions in clear 
type to be sold at 1 cent each. 

On the recommendation of the Chicago Bible 
Society, the Rev. J. L. McLaughlin, D.D., was 
appointed Agency Secretary of the Northwest- 
ern Agency. 
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General Secretary Haven reported that in 
connection with a meeting of the Chicago Bible 
Society held in October, which he had attended, 
a memorial service to Dr. S. H. Kirkbride, for- 
mer Secretary of the Northwestern Agency, 
had been held, a memorial minute adopted, 
and testimonies to Dr. Kirkbride’s character 
and work given by prominent ministers of 
Chicago. 

The death of the Rev. Rufus W. Miller, D.D., 
on October 11, 1925, the active president of the 
Pennsylvania Bible Society, was reported and 
a committee was appointed to prepare a memo- 
rial minute. 

General Secretary Ryan reported on his at- 
tendance at the National Convention of the 
Congregational Churches, in Washington, and 
on its favorable attitude and action toward the 
work of the American Bible Society. 

Treasurer Gilbert Darlington reported on his 
attendance at the General Convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church at New Orleans, 
and mentioned the gratifying and encouraging 
interest in the work of the Society there shown. 

The Treasurer reported the following con- 
signments to the Society’s Foreign Agencies 
during the month of October, 1925: Caribbean, 
14 volumes, valued at $14.12; China, 1 volume, 
valued at $15.60; Japan, 500 volumes, valued at 
$494.04; La Plata, 50,947 volumes, valued at_ 
$229.06; Mexico, 21,274 volumes, valued at 
$1,342.87 ; Siam, 18 volumes, valued at $9.75; 
West Indies, 605 volumes, valued at $121.02; 
total volumes, 73,359; total value, $2,226.46. 

The issues from the Bible House during the 
month of October were 453,751 volumes. 

The meeting was adjourned.
